iE is a peculiar trait in the facred 
Scriptures, that they impartially record the 
faults, as well as the virtues, of their greateft 
and befl men. Otcher biographical writers 
have too often ated the part more of enco- 
miafts than of impartial hiftorians. The af- 
tonifhing genius and the undaunted, enter- 
prizing {pirit of Columbus are entitled to a 


very high degree of admiration : his many 


good qualities demand their full fhare of 


praife, while the cruel fuflerings that he was 
made to endure, can never fail to excite 
ftrong emotions of indignation againft his 
envious rivals and the ungrateful Prince and 
daftardly nation to whom he had given a 
New World. Hiflorians and poets have 
employed their tal€nts in panegyrifing that 
wonderful man, and heave encompafied his 
charaéter with fecha fplendor, that his faults 
like the fpots in the fun, are rendered invifi- 
ble, infomuch that it might be infidious to 
impute blame to any part of his conduét. 
Certain it is, however, that Biography 
ought to exhibit exact portraits of charaéters. 
It is no lefs true than fad, that the Demon of 
Avarice had poffeffed even the great mind of 
Columbus, fo far as to render him unfeeling 
and oppreflive toward a conquered helplefs 
people. It was Columbus that brought over 
a number of large and ferocious dogs, which 
he ufed againft the wretched natives of Sr. 
Domingo. It was Columbus that exaéed 











the tribute of as much gold duft as would fill 
ahawk’s bill from every inhabitant above four- 
teen years old, who lived where gold was 
found, and alfo of twenty-five pounds of 
cotton from every inhabitant of that age and 
above, who lived in the ether parts of the If\- 
and—ordering each article to be delivered to 
him quarter-yearly, and impofing his hard 
demands with great feverity. It was Colum- 
bus, who diftributed the lands of St. Domin- 
go among the Spanifh adventurers and oblig- 
ed the poor natives, as flaves, to cultivate 
thofe lands for their new matters. 

In the year,1497, which was foon after Co- 
lumbus had difcovered the new world, Vafco 
de Gama a Portuguefe went round the Cape 
of Good Hope, which no European naviga- 
tor before had ever paffed, and direéted his 
courfe along the fhores of Africa. ‘This fuc-

They ought to regulate their decifions by the 
fundamental laws, rather than by thofe which 
are not fundamental.”

ESUMING the fubjeé of our laft pa- |

be found to be clofely conneéted with birth, | 
education and family. 
The opinion advanced in the Notes on |

hind; to the country of their nativity, and 
to its particular cuftoms and manners.

give a facility to naturalization; but our 
fituation is now changed. It appears from 
the laft cenfus, that we have increafed about 
one third in ten years; afterallowing for what 
we have gained from abroad, it wiil be quite 
apparent that the natural progrefs of our own 
population is fufficiently rapid for {trength, 
fecurity and fettlement. By what has been 
faid, it is not meant to contend for a total 
prohibition of the right of citizenthip to ftran- 
gers, nor even for the very long refidence 
which is now a pre-requifite to naturalization, 
and which of itfelf, goes far towards a denial 
of that privilege. The prefent law was 
merely atemporary meafure adopted under 
peculiar circumflances and perhaps demands 
revifion. But there is a wide difference be- 
tween clofing the door altogether and throw- 
ing it entirely open ; between a poltponement 
of fourteen years and an immediate admiflion 
toall the rights of citizenfhip. Some rea- 
fonable term ought to be allowed to enable 
aliens to get rid of foreign and acquire A- 
merican aitachments; to learn the principles 
and imbibe the fpirit of our government ; 
and to admit of at leaft a probability of their 
feeling a real interefl in our affairs. A refi- 
dence ol at leaft five years ought to be requir- 
ed. : 

Ifthe rights of Naturalization may be com- 
municated by parts, and it is not perceived 
why they may not, thofe peculiar to the con- 
duéting of bufinefs and the acquifition of 
property, might with propriety be at once 
conferred, upon receiving proof, by certain 


'prefcribed folemnities, of their intention to 


become citizens; poltporing all political 
To admit 
foreigners indifcriminatcly to the rights of 
citizens, the moment they put foot tn our 
country, as recommended in the Meffage, 
would be nothing lefs, than to admit the 
Grecian Horfe into the Citadel of our Liber.

Parental in- 
fluence is of allthe moit powerful. The ten-

intoany fhape. They naturally imbibe the 
fentiments, copy the manners and follow the 
example, of their parents. It is therefore in- 
finitely important, that parental intluence 
fhould be dire€&ted by the unerring line of 
prudence and virtue. ren 
Female Influence, inrefpeét to the forming 
of morals and manners, is much greater than 
moft people are aware. It wouid be in the 
power of women to raife the tone of public 
morals. By t! cir frowns and {miles proper- 
ly dire€ted, they might banifh from fociety 
profane fwearing, obfcenity and fopptry— 
they might put an end even to the murder- 
ous practice of duelling—they might in no 
{mall degree, animate the other {ex to adecent, 
manly and noble conduét, it they were only 
to make it a neceffary condition of obtaining 
their approbation and favour. Wealth en- 
larges the fphere of moral influence. The 
rich, who lead the fafhion, have it in a great 
meafure in their power to render :meannefs 
and vice contemptible in the public view, 


‘and to make decency and virtue tafhionable. 


Men Argh in office, and even ordinary mag- 


‘affrates have moral influence proportional to 


the degrees of their elevation ; and according 
to the. aggregate influence of their example, 
virtue or vice will be likely to prevail among 
the people. ‘Their characters will be criti- 


/ cally {canned and more or lef{s of the people 


will copy their manners and examples, wheth- 


er good or bad. 


The clericad office has attached to it a great 
degtee of moral influence. A correfpondent 
life ina preacher is the belt enforcement of 
the doftrines he preaches ; whereas murali- 
ty and religion are more injured by one vi- 
cious clergyman than they can be promoted 
by athoufand good fermons. AI! men of 
learning and fuperior knowledge have an en- 
larged {cope of moral influence, and, accord- 
ing to the ufe they make of it, they will pro- 
mote good morals, or will be like the blatling 
Bohon Upas to all around them. 

As moralinfluence is a talent, we are ac- 
countable for the ufe of it. We are account- 
able for all the evils which others are led to 
commit mpm 2 our means. If even one fin- 
gle perfon and much more if many have been 
rendéred vicious by the influence of our con- 
verfation and example, we have a fad account 
to give. Or tho’ vice has not been direét!y 








encouraged by us, if we have not uniformly | 
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ufed our influence againft vice and for the 
promotion of morality and pure religion, we 
have aéted the part of unprofitable fervants. 
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N this country no man needs to be idle ; 
for its furface would afford agricultural 
employment for more than tenfold the num- 
ber of its prefent inhabitants. “Too many 
hands cannot be employed in this bufinels. 
The learned callings may be crouded. Trade 
may be overdone. When too great a num- 
ber engage init, they ftarve each other. But 
in a new, extenfive and fertile country, eve- 
ry one who induftrioully and fkillfully tills 
the ground, while he fecures his own inde- 
pendence, is adding to the public ftock ; and 
while he enjoys the fruits of his labéurs, he 
may have the fatisfa€tion to reileét, that fel- 
low creatures even in diitant climes are ted 
from the produce ot his fields. If the far- 
mer’s income be lefs abundant than that of 
the merchant, it is much more certain :—if 
greater bodily fatigue attaches to his employ - 
ment, he has much lefs anxiety of mind ;— 
it he has not an equal accefs to the elegancies 
of life, he is better affured of its real neceifa- 
ries and comforts. Every farmer that is not 
in debt and has in himfelf the Fee of his land, 
is a prince within his own domain ; and, pro- 
vided his farm produces a competent fupport, 
there 1s in his power as much independence 
as can fall tothe lotofman. Whene far- 
mer plants or fows, he, as it were, /oans his 
property, and for every feed that he puts into 
a well cultivated foil, he receives twenty fold. 
This is an intereft of two thoufand per cent ; 
and, at the fame time, fuch enormous inter- 
elt is paid without impoverifhing any body. 
In old countries, by the monopoly and en- 
tailments of Jands, all but a few are exclud- 
ed trom the priviledge of being owners of the 
foil. Here it is happily different. Vaft 
tracts of faleable land lie uncultivated, which 
can hardly be fettled within a whole century 
tocome. ‘The abundance and cheapnefs as 
well as the fertility of the American, lands, 
together with the eafy accefs to markets from 
extenfive fea coafts and froma number of 
fine navigable rivers, which interfeét the 
whole country, offer a decent competence 
and independence to millions of families in 
the induftrious purfuits of hufbandry : anda 
pity itis, that fo many in this country are 
feeding on hufks, when, by a well dire&ed 
induftry in tilling the ground, they might 

have dread enough and to /pare.

weather, in America, is more changeable than 
in Ireland, and the changes greater.

‘The farmers 
of Ireland can often prediét a ftormy day be- 
fore it happens. 

It has been obferved, by fome, that the 
winter fets in earlier, in this part of the coun- 
try, and continues longer, than it did about 
twenty years ago; and notwithftanding this, 
that the cold is lefs intenfe. Former!y, the 
navigation of the North River was fe!dom in- 
terrupted, by the ice, before Chriftmas, or the 
commencement of the year. Of late years, 
it has been fo frozen in the latter part of No- 
vember, as to prevent floops from approach- 
ing farther than Hud{on. 
temperature is probably owing to the clear- 
ing of the woods, and the increafing cultiva- 
tion of the lands. A very uncommon ftate 
of weather took place during the latter end 
of December 1800. Aftera keen troft and 
fall of fnow, which lafted two weeks, there 
came a fudden thaw, which diffolved the ice 
and the fnow, and baniihed every trozen 
particle from the earth. The feafon put on 
the appearance of {pring-——the trees put torth 
their buds—animals and birds, by the tnflu- 
ence of the warmth, were roufed trom their 
dormant ftate.

THUNDER. 

‘The thunder is very frequent and terrible. 
In general, there is a thunder ftorm after 
calm hot weather. It is often accompanied 
with heavy thowers, and a vielent guilt of 
wind. ‘Lhereis feldom violent and fudden 
rain, without lightning. Immenfe quantities 
of eletiricity muft exit in the atmo!phere, or 





its banks—the roads, which are quite level, 
were covered with fix inches depth of water. 
Fora few minutes, the ftorm was accompani- 
ed with hail, which had the appearance of 
ice. Some ofthe hailftones I meafured, :m- 
mediately after falling, which proved to be one 
inch and a haif in circumference. The fcene 
prefented wonderful grandeur, but terror pre- 
vented the enjoyment of it. Sometimes the 
lightning darted towards the earth m a zig- 
zag manner ; at other times it reprefented the 
appearance of ftreamers {porting in the wind. 
In one quarter, what is called the forked 
lightning, darted forth of a livid bright color. 
The ftorm lafted above an. our, and did con- 
fiderable injury. A man was ftruck dead at 
Union Village, about 10 miles trom Kinder- 
hook. Several trees were ftruck, their leaves 
fcorched, and their branches torn afunder. 
A ftore inthe city of Hudfon was much in- 
jured, but not burnt. About five miles 
trom Kinderhook it {truck a barn full of corn, 
and confumed the whole to afhes. Itruined 
violently, and much water was inflantly 
thrown upon it, which had no eficét in 
quenching the flame. It killed a horfe in an 
apartment of the fame building, and did not 
injure another flanding clofe to bim. 

In the fummer of 1799, during a ftorm of 
thunder and lightning, the flore, belonging 
to Mr. Van Vleck of Kinderhook, was ftruck 
inthe roof. It ftripped the fhingles trom it 
ten feet in length, and a foot and a half in 
breadth. 1

Colonel Vofburgh’s ftore had in it a num- 
ber of fcythes rolled up in ftraw, which at- 
tra€ted the lightning and confumed the firaw 
to afhes, without doing any ynjury except 
tearing two of the boards from the fide of the 
houfe. , 

A man fitting at the breakfaft table, near to 
the irons in the fire place, on which the wood 
for tuel is burned, was ftruck. dead, without 
any appearance of injury done to any part of 
his body. The upright flalk of iron attratt- 
ed it very powerfully, an iin pafling from the 
iron, it took his body, in preference to thie 
floor or wall, it being a more powerful con- 
duétor. Every part of his body preferved 
the fame appearance as that of a maa dying 
in a natural way.
